At this period of the meeting your committee was join- 
ed by a number of members of the Tobacco section-from the 
Norfolk Chamber of Commerce. After a discussion of the 
Tobacco Industry in Norfolk County the following resolut- 
ions were passed: 


1. Owing firstly to the importance of the tobacco in- 
dustry in the Norfolk District, the revenue from which 
amounted to approximately $3,000,000 in 1930. 
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. Secondly, to the difference in soil conditions of this 
district and the lack of information relative to fertilizers, 
soil requirements, plant diseases, etc., because tobacco grow- 
ing is new to this country and rapidly extending. 


Be it, therefore resolved that the Dominion Government 
be asked to establish an Experimental Station for the pur- 
pose of investigating problems relative to the production of 


this crop. 


And further, as the small fruit and vegetable industry 1s 
also important to the county, that consideration might be 
given to experimental work with these crops. 


2 In the interest of the growers who use fertilizers 
and of the fertilizer industry all manufacturers of fertilizers 
be required to show. on the tag of every bag of mixed fertil- 
:zer the amount, source, and chemical formula of all ingredi- 
ents used in the manufacture thereof, in addition to the in- 
formation already supplied. 


Your committee further recommend that Mr. Reynolds, 
Reeve of Waterford, be added to the Committee.

Gentlemen: 


We, your Managing Committee of the Industrial Home 


recommend as follows: 





1. That a horse be purchased to replace one which has 
grown old in service. F 


2. That two of the private rooms at the Institution be 
papered as soon as possible. 


3. That a small desk be purchased for the Matron, the 
present one having outworn it’s usefulness. 


4. That provision be made to have one compartment of 
the cellar so arranged that fruit and vegetables can be kept. 
This can be accomplished by proper insulation of the steam 
pipes passing through this compartment and by installing 
ventilators. The total cost should not exceed fifty dollars. ) 

5. That, inasmuch as the present burial plot is filled 
and inasmuch as burial at the institution is repulsive to the 
inmates, provision be made for burial in Oakwood Cemetery. 
In this connection, may we add that many of the inmates re- 
ceiving Old Age Pensions are creating a.fund, having in 
mind burial in Oakwood. The cost to the County this year 
for the purpose of burial might reach $200., but in future, 
most inmates will have provided for burial outside the 
erounds of the Institution. The acceptance of this would 
eliminate the necessity of setting aside another plot at the 
Home for cemetery purposes.

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BY-LAW No. 632 


A By-law to provide for borrowing $20,000.00 upon de- 
bentures to pay for the County’s share of the expenditure 
for construction of the Provincial Highways within the 
County of Norfolk for 1930. 


WHEREAS the expenditure for construction on Provin- 
cial Highways within the County of Norfolk for the year 
1930 was $103,731.68 and the share of the cost of such con- 
struction apportioned to the said County of Norfolk for the 
said year 1930, amounts to $20,746.33. 


AND WHEREAS under the Revised Statutes of Ontario, 
1927, “The Highway Improvement Act,’ Chapter 54, Section 
65 and sub-sections, the County Council is empowered to 
pass By-laws to issue and sell debentures for an amount 
estimated sufficient to pay the share of construction of Pro- 
vincial Highways apportioned to said County. 


AND WHEREAS for the purpose of paying the sum of 
$20,746.33 apportioned to the County of Norfolk for con- 
struction on Provincial Highways within the County, it is 
necessary to borrow $20,000.00 on the credit of the Corpora- 
tion and to issue and sell debentures therefor bearing interest 
at the rate of five per cent. per annum, which is the amount 
of the debt intended to be created by this By-law.

AND WHEREAS it is expedient to make the principal 
of the said debt repayable in yearly sums during the period of 
fifteen years of such amounts respectively that the aggre- 
eate amount payable for principal and interest in 
any year shall be nearly as may be to the amount so 
payable for principal and interest in each of the other years. 


AND WHEREAS it will be necessary to raise annually 
the sum of $1926.84 during the period of fifteen years to pay 
the said yearly sums of principal and interest as they become 


due. 


AND WHEREAS the amount of the whole rateable 
property of the Municipality, according to the last revised © 
assessment rolls of the local Municipalities of which the 
County is composed is Twenty-seven Million Three Hundred 
Thousand Dollars ($27,300,000. ) 


AND WHEREAS the present amount of debenture debt 
of the said Corporation is the sum of $522,815.45, and no 
principal or interest in respect thereof is in arrears. 


AND WHEREAS the amount of the debenture debt of 
the said County, including the amount to be provided by 
this By-law is less than five per cent. of the equalized assess- 
ment of said County. 


AND WHEREAS it is advisable that a By-law shall be 
passed for the purposes aforesaid. 


THEREFORE THE MUNICIPAL COUNCIL of the 
County of Norfolk enacts as follows: 


1. That for the purposes aforesaid there shall be bor- 
rowed on the credit of the said Corporation the sum of 
Twenty Thousand Dollars ($20,000) and debentures shall be 
‘ssued therefor in the sums of not less than $100 each bear- 
ing interest at the rate of five per cent. per annum and having 
coupons attached thereto for the payment of the interest. 





2. That the debentures shall all bear the same date 
and shall be issued three months after the date on which 
the By-law is passed and may bear any date within such 
three months and shall be paid in annual instalments during 
the fifteen years next after the time when same are issued 
and the respective amounts for principal and interest payable 
in each year shall be as follows:
